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Compact fluorescent light bulbs (CFLs) are energy efficient and cost effective lighting 
alternative to regular incandescent light bulbs. A compact fluorescent light bulb fits in a 
regular light bulb socket or can be plugged into a small lighting fixture.

All Home Depots will take unbroken compact fluorescent bulbs from homeowners. Take 
them to the return service desk. 
 
2.  Ace Hardware Stores
